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CHRIST CALLS ALL 
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A CHRISTMAS QUERY 

By the General 

"Jam aa torn in Btthlehem." — Matthew ii, \. " .... that Christ may iatU in 
your hearts by faith."— Ephraiuu iii, 17, 




HERE is the soul, the very substance of our 
holy faith — of that wondrous revelation and 
experience which we call Christianity, Jesus 
in Bethlehem — tad Jesus in our hearts. Hallelujah 1 . 
We cannot too often remind ourselves, and one 
another, that Christ's religion is not a system of 
rules and laws, but something in us — a state of the 
heart. It is not a theory of things, be that theory 
never so wise or true — but a soul — a life. It is noth- 
ing more nor less than this — Jesus Christ in us — in 
our hearts by love and faith — to will and to do of 
His good pleasure. That, and that alone, makes a 
man a Christian. 

Let there be no mistake about this. The nian 
who does not know Christ hy experience— -who is 
not possessed by the same purpose as Christ 
— is out of it altogether! He may have no 
end of good qualities. He may observe any 
number of religious ceremonials. He may 
be ever so much believed in by those who 
know him. He may he able to enrich his 
life with all sorts of good deeds and high 
thoughts. • But if he has not Jesus Christ 
dwelling in him — if he does not know in his 
own daily experience what it is to love and 
trust and obey Christ with the heart — well, 
he is none of His! 

Well now, if He is to dwell in us, He 
must be born in us. And if He is born in 
us, the striking qualities of His Nature will 
appears in ours. That is another secret of 
Christianity. It is a union of life and spirit — our 
life and spirit united — mingled — mixed — with the 
Life and Spirit of Jesus, and His Life and Spirit 
united with ours. 

Other systems of religion have asked for men's 
faith — but ours is more than believing. Other reli- 
gions have demanded obedience — but ours is more 
than obeying God. Other religions have required 
worship and adoration — but ours is even more than 
worship. Ours is nnion with God. Being made of 
one romd with Christ — of one spirit and will with 
Him — of one heart with His. 

But, I was saying, if He is to dwell in our hearts, 
He must be bom into them and take possession of 
them with His own Nature. That will mean — 
I. 
We shall be sharers of the Divine Nature. _ The 
Divine life and strength will come to us. He i> the 
Sen of B3am with power. That is the secret of bad 
people becoming good people. It is not by 
their striving and struggling to be good, but 
by God Himself, in Jesus Christ, coming in 
to them and making it just the thing to be 
good, instead of just the thing to be and 
feel and think and act bad— and more bad. 
Oh, has Jesus been horn in you after this 
fashion? Has He? Bethlehem was grand 




— but there i* nothing in Bethlehem for you — 

nothing — unless He is born in you also. 
II. 
Jesus was born to save. He came' not only to lift 
us up but to be near us and with us, in our misery 
and guilt, and to show us how to deal with them. 
And so He wants to be born in us to the same end 
for others — to make us saviours like Himself. That 
is what we Salvationists mean by our beautiful 
motto "SAVED TO SAVE!" Have you received 
Hiin like that? 

Jesus came to Bethlehem Himself. He wanted 
to be near us. And now, born in you, He will shed 
abroad His love in your heart, kindling yours, and 
sending you out to the lost, to the broken and the 
sinning — to be near them in their condem- 
nation and suffering — and to take them one 
by one and bring them to Him, 
III. 
Jesus was born in Bethlehem for Sacri- 
fice. The shadow of the Cross lay right over 
the Manger. He was born to trouble. He 
was born to he the tremendous price — paid 
in blood and tears— of our freedom. He was 
born to die that we might live. Mary knew 
it — the Wise Men knew it — Herod knew it. 
He knew it Himself. Yesl He dwelt all 
along in the consciousness of it. . He said 
". . .for this cause came I to this hour." Has 
He been born in us, and docs He dwell in us 
like this? That is the real Jesus, the Man 
of Sorrows and acquainted with grief — sorrows 
and grief not for His own sin, but for our sin, for 
the sins of the whole world. 

Can we say we know Him like this? Does He 
dwell with us? Does that love burn with our love 
— that love for the unwashed, the unworthy, the 
ungrateful? That is the love greater than the 
greatest love of man, whieh lays down its life for 
its friend — that is the love which lays down its life 
for its foe. Have you received it? Is He not only 
in Himself, compassion and sympathy and a spirit 
of sacrifice, but is He compassion and sympathy 
with the sinful and the spirit of sacrifice in you? 
Comrade I reader of "The War Cry"! that is my 
brief and simple question this Christmas-time. 

One more word. This revelation of Jesus — the 
same Jesus— ought to be yours. We know it ought. 
You know it ought. And it can be yours. There is 
never an ought where there is not also a can! " I 
can do all things through Christ," so Paul 
said and believed and lived. So also can you 
say and believe and live. 

Oh, my dear Salvationist I this is the 
great Gift — the great Necessity for you. 
Nothing less than this, to be Christ's — His 
very own — and to be Christ's by His con- 
quering Spirit before the world.

EAHLV one Friday morning Lieutenant Oern ant] | 
board the triln it the Peking Htf Ch>h Man (Wnt 
Straight Gala) Station, ■nd with difficulty tacurs 
a nut In ona of toe tlUrd.clau coaches— a vehicle i«me< 
what Inferior in comfort to our Canadian colon lit cara. 
The car la crowded to suffocation, but by dint of a. Mule 
D nod ■humoured bantering and puahlng wa manage to 
clear apace for ourselves ond baggage, and get settled 
far the long Journey before us. 

Lieutenant Bern (who accompanies me as Interpreter! 
la an American, of Norwegian parentage, and epaaka 
Norwegian, Swedish, Northern Chintz*, and English . 
with equal fluency. To aea th» look of imutmint on 
the facee of the Chines* when they hear a foreigner 
chatting aa freely In their awn language as they do 
themsalvee la amuolng. It Isn't long, therefore, before 
halen-t'an la atarted between us. and they have our 
namii, addrceno, dett I nation, profession, and a hoat of 
other details, and we are possessed of the aama Inform a. 
lion regarding Ihemsclvcoi What fathers they arc. and 
what a terrific bump of curiosity they ell aeem to poe- 
atnt Thoy are a Jolly, happy crowd, and almo-st child- 
like In their Internet In everything and everybody. 
CHINESE GOVERNMENT RAILWAY 

Tho railway on which we era travelling la the 
only ono In China entirety built, owned, and cantrollsd 
by the Chlneee Government, and It la a credit to them. 
The rock cuttlnga, bridges, culvert*, tunnelling*, ballast- 
ing, etc, are splendidly executed, and the oervlee- la 
ajooJ. In Tact, while tilting En V.c diner having 3 t'.t of 
lunch, and viewing tho mountain «ccncrjr P It wu hard to 
raallxe I waa In China and nc* on the Canadian Pacific 
somewhere near Field or Banff. One Interacting feature 
of this railway, especially to a Financial Department 
representative, la the fact that, being Government 
owned, It will accept at full value Bank of China rotas 
which, at present, are elsewhere only worth elxty-flve 
per cent, of thalr fata value, and which, of course, ere 
are able to buy at the money eachargerc at that ITgurt- 

At 3.30 In the afternoon we arrive »t Kalgan, o thrlv- 
Infi, buecllng, populous ploco, and lh» gateway for Mon- 
Qollan traffic. The Army opened Tiro hero about nine 
montha ago, and white progress la necessarily slow, >ome 
gaed convert* have been aecurad, and one can aeneo a 
faallnfl of friendliness tawarde us en tho part of both 
Clio officials and peoplo. 

My first |iuslneaj Is to Inspect a property that had 
been offered to us, which in Canada would be a compar- 
atively almple Job, but hero partakea somewhat af the 
nature of a nuea maetlng, for immediately you etep to 
tool: at anything, no matter what, you ore aurfounded 
by a crowd of curloue, questioning Chinese. Hu waver, 
wo gat through and after Indulging In a good meal 
prepared by Captain Cu staffs in, a Flnrtlrit Officer assist, 
ing Ena-gn Drury, wo Bally forth to the open-air. 

We ere scarcely outs" do the door Hfora the sight of 
tha Flag, drum, and tambourine anractc the crowd, and 
wa are followed: to our aland by a laughing, jostling 
mane of people, b=g and lltlln, many of the yOUngcUK 
being without a Billet, of clolhlng, Wa reach an upen 
c^sc^i of wjilcl* ihsre are nana too many, puth bach the 
crowd, ond c. devour to form a ring, but It la almost 
ni.ielo;;; every body wants to eee at once The Chlneta 
L .ulenant givae out, "We're) bound for the Land," and 
».h n wo get to tha chorus, "Will you got" or, aa It ie 
. j In Chinese, "Chu pwh chuT"*— "Go not go"— every- 
body Joine fn. Somebody once told mo In Canada that 
CKneso couldn't alng, but oH Uioy seem to need Ie show- 
Ina how, and tho Salvation Army it certainly doing this. 
The Chu Shin Cuh toll Jin (Salvation lite) alng each 
verse, and tha crowd thunder In with the chorua, "Chu 
puh chu," each time. Several of tha converts toetlfy, 
not limply eaylng, "Thanh Cod, I'm saved!" but having 
a aii-algiit two or three* minutes' pitch-In at tha crowd. 
Lieutenant Cern then grips them for Ave minutes or so- 
wan the Old, Old Stary, wa pray, and march oft to the 
Hall, elnglng ''Follow, I will felttn* Jaaue." 
THE CROWD SINGS HEARTILY 

We have a rousing mooting Indoore, tha little Had 
being packed, with tho Inevitable alx or aeven aoldlare 
lined up at the bach. The crowd alnga heartily from 
lha larrje wall Song SHaet written in Chlnece character, 
which every Corpa usee, i talk to them through Ih* 
intarprater ebeut the Great Burden- Uoarer. and urge 
thorn to accept Chrirrt. They liatstn atbnUvely on.il watch 
one's ovary mova; but no one come*, and wa clou. We 
than pracgad to do bus met* with the oww of tha pro- 
perty prevloualy toottod at. and by midnight get on to 
common ground regarding price. 

Al oevon no* I mcrnlng wa again board tho train for 
Fcngchan, oomofirtien hundred feet higher atlltutfa than 
Kalgan. It lb a alovr train, and II tafcae ua until Ova In 
the afternoon to nach our deatmaUon, th« ■e«ne*7, 
however, it, intartatlng. Wo croae a aort af tabBalansJ, 
and can aao for mlloa on either aide of tho railway. For 
a while wo shirt a folr-atoS stream, on the opposite 
bank of which an oiceoilent view of the Gnat Wall 
la obtained, with Its turroted w atoll ttrvrara erery fovr 
hundred fecL Dotted bora and there aro herda of csiaa* 
what lean. looking cattle, Aoetur of eJunp end goata, and 



occatl«nialt> we pas* a tnud-liui viLUgej which appaara 
to be desert etf, but which probably contain* several 
hundred people. Finally w« reach Fcngchen, and aro 
met by the Chinese Lieutenant, Enakgn Brandt, the 
Omcer In charoa, being away. 

My bualncaa here la also to Inapect property. It hap- 
pen* It la not a good night for a meeting, and aa wo 
have only a few hour* before dark wo partake of a 
meagre avpper— Chln«o meal cakei, bits of meal, and 
tea without auger or milk, and then start nut, Feng- 
chan le typically Chlnoeo, with very little foreign Intru- 
ilon— prfrnflng, narrow, dirty etraata, mui) hOuaaa and

keta auspended fram each and, shopkeepers noisily 
shouting their ware*, etc., ate. Aa ucual, wo are fol- 
lowed by a procession of man end children, curious to 
know what we era up to, and occasionally wa hear the 
remark, "Wal kuel Liu h llao"— foreign devils c 4 mo- 
ss soma of the elder wonien retreat behind their mud 

FIVE MONTHS UNBURIED 
We inspect several propartaca. In ono place. In my 
■ rtHhHy to sao all (hare la to be aeon, I Insist on entering 
a room boiled and barred. The flrat thing that greats 
my eyee la a huge Chinese coffin. When I turn to en- 
quire I find my attendants have retreated before ths 
larrlblo odour, and when I regain the comparatively clour 
air of tho courtyard, I am informed tho corpse haa baan 
there for five montha, tho relatlvaa having not yet been 
able to obtain etfinclant money lo pay for the eort of 
burial necasury to tho daad man'a station ol Ufel 

Although L did net have tha privilege of conducting a 
meeting hare, I met >ama of the converts — bright and 
happy, and abowlng by their wholo demeanor thot a 
marvelFaue change has been wrought In their hearts 
and Uvea. 

Next morning, whon wa gc-l to tha station, about all 
o'clock, ane of the comradea waa already there with a 
bundle of "Crys," caning to the pasiangaro and looks™. 
on. Tho aiatienmaetsr, who la oicaedingly friendly to 
ua, la prasortUd with a Iroa copy or each Issue. 

At ten-thirty we arrive at Taturigfu, an Important 
walled «lty. Tho elation la aomo d lota nee from the oily 
gat**, and ore, therefore, get a Peking cart to convey 
aa and our luggage, A ride in a Peking cart la some- 
thing to bo ramemberod In mora aenaea than ona by a 
"tenderfoot." Abtofutary aprfngleee, and on raada that 
pi-. aja)i4«m repaired, the cart, drawn by o sturdy mule, 
elides, bumps, and rlHffl* It* way Into lawn, I sit Inalda 
In dignified auto, tha Llou tenant On tha riohl shaft, the 
driver en the left, That the driver dmea and Bleeps In 
aplta of Dm alUbing, only gooa to prove it la all In get- 
ting icead to a thing. 

At tho Ta Man (Great Gate) we arc compelled to 
hand the soldier on guard our card*— practically my last 
card, tha- other doacn or ao I brought with me having 
been exhausted In elmllar waya. your card, with full 
trtlculara regarding your name, address, occupation, 
etc* In EnglCafi on on« aide end Chlneee en tho other. 
la a veritable paoeport. The aordler smllaa and lalutun 
when h* reada "Chlu Shlh Chun" (Biva tho World 
Armyrt and patsea ua through. 

Wo reach tha quarura, when I moat Captain Fisher, 
of Canada Weat, for tho flrat time alnce coming to 
China, and Captain Elmgron, a Finnish Officer, hava a

maetlng. Wo have recently purchased a very suitable

soma of the better ela&i Chlneie to the meetings, 

Tho Hall e&atrt noaily two hundred people, and this 
morning la comfortably filled. T,ho large Song Sheet la 
brought Into requisition; a convert, using a pointer, 
reads out tha characters or a aong, and tho» who are 
lamlller with It Join In. I then divide the audience Into 
sections, and try to get tho chorua golnp— flrot, the 
children, than the women, than tha men, and finally 
a liogeih sr— end before long they elmgal raise tha roof. 
INTELLIGENT YOUNG MAN 

Some of tha converts isotlfy, each coming rlpht 
up on to the platform without hesitation, and telling 
what Qod and tha Solvation Army has done for them. 
Thay are Intelligent- looking young men, and their faces 
beam white singing or testifying, The crowd look on, 
listening respectfully, and appreciating to tha full any 
wittLclom hurled at tham by Lieutenant Born «e to 
their "trying to elng with their mouths closed," and so 
on. A few mova out while I am epoaklng, but Instantly 
their placoa are taken by othere. 

At 2 p.m. tho Lieutenant conducto tha Hal-til's
